CHAPTER  I 

Melting  Pot  Stage 

THE  history  of  the  class  of  '27  begins  with  its  organization  during  the  last  year  in 
the  old  blind  institute,  then  known  as  the  Junior  High  School.    Although  there  were 
no  elections  of  officers  or  other  activities  worthy  of  mention  during  the 
year,  the  class  assembled  and  went  through  the  melting  pot  stage  Origin 
at  that  time.

When  this  Junior  year  rolled  around,  the  new  Hugh  Morson  High  School  was  ready 
for  occupancy.  This  building  was  very  modern  and  was  equipped  in  an  up-to-date 
manner.  Since  it  was  a  memorial  to  the  great  work  of  Professor  Morson,  whom  every- 
one loved,  all  the  students  were  very  glad  to  occupy  it.  His  memory  served  as  a  stimulus 
to  them  all.
